It has been six n.onths guessing now   but ;t seems
since 1 was in the holy city
of Jerusalem. 1 was totally
unprepared for it at the time.
Now, as I reflect and read
more about Jerusalem, its
real importance begins to
take shape. Running around
the world in 32 days does not
 How any time for reflection
or meditation.

Its rocky, barren appear­
ance does absolutely nothing
to enhance it. Besieged and
rebuilt numerous times, Jeru­
salem is one of the least pro­
ductive sites in the world.
The town was settled early  
probably by the year 3000
B.C.  and by 1800 B.C. it
was known to the Egyptians.
About that time its n?mc ap­
pears on figurines nf clay.
which the Egyptians would
inscribe with a curse against
the Pharaoh's enemies and
then smash to pieces.

What a shock to learn that
the majority of people there 
are Moslems, with a smatter­
ing of Christians an.l Jews.
I'm referring to the old
walled city of Jerusalem that 
lies within Jordan. The city's
religion has changed several
times, but its fanaticism re­
mains constant. Now. because
of religious strife, it is divid­ 
ed in two. and ruled by twn
governments. (Jordan and
Israel), neither of which rec­
ognizes the other's right to
be there.

. * *
THE MOST beautiful build- 

Ing in Jerusalem today is the
golden Dome of the Rock, de­
signed by Greek architects in
the seventh century It is the
third holiest shrine in Islam
according to Moslem tradi
tlon, one pilgrimage there
was equal to participa
tion in ten campaigns of a
holy war, and to dir there en
sured entering paradirc. It is 
allegedly on the site of Solo
mon's Temple. Although the
Bible describes the Temple in
some detail, no one knows
exactly what it looked like.

When the Moslems con
quered Jerusalem in 638 A.D.
they appropriated many Jew
ish and Christian shrines fo
their own use. Among then
was the holy rock, on the site
of Solomon's Temple. I'nr

that the rock was about 50
to 60 feet in diameter with a
high railing protecting it all
around. The walkway around
the rock was covered with
Oriental rugs   and I re­
member tripping over a small
prayer rug that 1 didn't see.

A footprint on this rock
supposedly marked the spot
from which Mohammed as­
cended to heaven to converse
with God. The Crusaders, at­
tacking Jerusalem in 1099. in­
correctly assumed that the
golden dome which the Mos­
lems had built over the rock
was actually Solomon's Tem­
ple. This is the reason why.
when they sacked the city and
massacred its inhabitants.
they spared the dome 1 won­
der when and if they ever
found out their mistake.

IF I EVER go back to the

Holy City, I plan to be better  
prepared. Now I can betterl 
understand why the Church  
of the Holy Sepulchre, Chris-  
tendom's holiest shrine, is so III
split up among so many dif- II 
ferent factions. The Greek  
Orthodox controls about 1
three-fourths of the struc-ll
ture, the Roman Catholics!
and the Americans claim 1 
small sections of it and the 1
Copts have to be satisfied  
with a small chapel on thel
roof. It is the most chopped  
up church I have ever seen. I

Religion is still the city's  
main preoccupation. On Good  
Friday men in business suits 1 
and little boys in Jordanian  
Boy Scout uniforms walk  
through the Via Do'.orosa, H
bearing a cross and singingl
an Arab hymn. The Via Dolo-  
rosa follows the route of  
Jesus from his trial to his  
Crucifixion. It's a long, hard 1
walk, up and down steps 111
through the old city. 1

Although the Identification   
of many of its sites is very 1
ancient, the route as a who ell
was not finally set until the  
fourteenth century. Then it  
was so cleverly fixed that I
Christian and Moslem Pil- 1
grims could tour their respec- II
live holy places without once II
crossing each other's paths. II
I imagine that this fact does II
not bother either tin Chris-1
tians or the Moslems. ||
